The  School  of  Music. 


The  School  of  Music  is  an  institution  co-existent 
with  Saint  Clara  College  and  Academy,  and  has  devel- 
oped and  expanded  correspondingly  with  these  depart- 
ments. 

The  aims  of  the  school  are  first,  to  offer  a  means  of 
artistic  and  intellectual  culture  to  those  seeking  a  general 
ediication ;  second,  to  provide  the  most  thorough  training 
for  students  who  wish  to  follow  the  musical  profession  as 
teachers  or  as  concert  artists. 

Students  may  advantageously  pursue  the  study  of 
music  while  carrying  regular  courses  in  the  College  or  in 
the  Academy.  The  program  of  the  regular  student  ad- 
mits of  at  least  one  hour  a  day  for  music,  art,  or  expres- 
sion. 

To  those  desiring  to  specialize  in  any  department — 
piano,  voice,  violin,  violoncello,  harp,  musical  theory,  or 
supervisors'  course  in  school  music,  are  offered  courses 
corresponding  to  those  of  the  best  conservatories,  leading 
to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Music. 

Supplementing  scheduled  lessons  are  classes  in  his- 
tory of  music,  musical  appreciation,  normal  piano  course, 
and  history  of  art.  These  courses,  offered  without  charge, 
are  all  important  factors  in  modern  education  and  in  the 
insuring  of  a  complete  musical  equipment.  College  stu- 
dents may  offer  a  certain  number  of  credits  in  advanced 
music  toward  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts. 
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The  standard  of  post-graduate  requirements  of  the 
Saint  Clara  School  of  Music  may  be  measured  by  the 
gratifying  success  which  holders  of  degrees  have  attained 
in  conservatories  of  note  in  which  they  have  continued 
study.  The  accomplishments  of  those  who  are  teaching 
are  likewise  evidence  of  the  thoroughness  of  their  pre- 
paration. These  alumnae  have  an  appreciation  of  the 
cultivation  of  their  own  artistic  sense,  and  they  are  now 
demonstrating  their  ability  to  develop  and  direct  it  in 
others. 

A  corps  of  instructors,  who  have  enjoyed  excep- 
tional advantages  resulting  in  recognized  competency, 
has  been^a  determining  factor  in  the  growth  of  the  School 
of  Music.  The  faculty  numbers  among  its  members 
teachers  holding  diplomas  and  degrees  from  celebrated 
music  schools.  The  directors  of  the  piano,  violin,  and 
vocal  departments  have  received  training  in  the  best  musi- 
cal centers  of  Europe. 

It  is  customary  for  students  completing  courses  of 
study  in  any  of  the  departments  of  music  to  give  public 
recitals.  The  catalogues  of  past  years  record  the  pro- 
grams of  many  gifted  pupils  whose  work  has  been  highly 
commended  not  only  by  the  faculty  of  Saint  Clara  but 
also  by  leading  musicians  and  artists  outside. 

Pupils  in  the  preparatory  grades  take  part,  at  stated 
times,  in  class  recitals.  Concerted  work  in  all  depart- 
ments is  an  especial  feature  and  an  aid  in  making  the  re- 
citals alike  attractive  and  instructive. 

Realizing  the  importance  of  presenting  high  ideals 
to  the  students,  the  faculty  of  the  music  department  se- 
cures the  services  of  the  best  artists  for  recitals.    Rudolf 
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Ganz,  Silvio  Scionti,  Emil  Liebling,  Heniot  Levy,  Alfred 
Calzin,  Bernhard  and  Virginia  Listemann,  Arthur  Hart- 
man,  Francis  MacMillen,  Hugo  Kortschak,  Marion 
Green,  Madame  Langendorf,  The  Spiering  String  Quar- 
tet, The  Zoellner  String  Quartet,  Charles  W.  Clark,  Fran- 
ces Nash,  Horatio  Council,  Ludwig  Becker,  Helen  Waldo, 
Irene  Jonani,  Christine  Miller,  Dorothea  North,  Myrtle 
Elvyn,  Edward  Baxter  Perry  are  among  those  who  have 
been  sources  of  pleasure,  instruction,  and  inspiration. 
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The  School  of  Art 


The  courses  of  instruction  in  this  department  are 
Cast  Drawing,  Illustrating,  Oil  Painting,  China  Painting, 
Design — ^Costume  Design,  Home  Architecture,  Interior 
Decoration. 

A  Teachers'  Course  in  School  Drawing,  covering  a 
period  of  two  years,  provides  for  those  who  desire  to  fit 
themselves  as  instructors  in  public  and  parochial  schools. 

Teachers'  Certificates  are  awarded  to  those  who 
complete  the  course  in  Drawing. 

College  students  may  offer  credits  in  advanced 
courses  in  Art  towards  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts. 

Copies  of  the  great  masterpieces  of  art,  particularly 
the  celebrated  Madonnas,  were  made  by  the  Saint  Clara 
Art  teachers  from  the  originals  in  European  galleries. 
These  paintings,  adorning  the  parlors,  recital,  and  assem- 
bly halls,  as  well  as  the  Art  Studios,  merit  and  constantly 
receive  the  admiration  of  the  best  critics  of  Art. 
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The  School  of  Expression. 


The  Department  of  Expression  aims  to  give  pupils  a 
worthy  personaHty  through  the  appreciation  and  artistic 
oral  interpretation  of  the  best  literature. 

Physical,  mental  and  emotional  development  are  so 
directed  as  to  produce  true  spiritual  development. 

The  philosophy  of  St.  Thomas  Aquinas  regarding 
the  fusion  of  body  and  soul,  two  elements  into  one  sub- 
stance, ''the  human  being,"  underlies  the  system  taught 
in  this  Department.  Delsarte's  expression  of  this  idea 
with  certain  modifications  and  corrections  is  followed. 

The  Science  of  psychology  is  taken  as  the  basis  of 
the  Art  of  Speech.  Physiology  is  studied  in  a  practical 
way  so  that  pupils  may  understand  how  to  use  the  body  as 
a  musical  instrument  after  which  all  other  musical  in- 
struments are  modeled.  Certain  fundamental  laws  of 
physics  are  shown  to  underlie  the  exercises  given  for  the 
purpose  of  acquiring  poise,  proper  position  in  standing, 
sitting,  walking,  etc. :  all  exercises  in  physical  culture  aim 
to  teach  pupils  to  perform  their  daily  actions  in  a  cultured 
way  and  to  realize  that  there  is  no  purely  physical  action ; 
that  the  physical  act  expresses  the  mental  and  spiritual 
condition.  As  far  as  practical  the  physical  and  mental 
processes  are  performed  simultaneously.  The  relation 
between  the  art  of  reading  and  all  other  arts  is  shown  and 
by  this  means  a  broad  culture  is  attained,  good  mental 
habits  are  formed,  the  emotions  are  intellectualized  and 
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given  a  spiritual  direction;  harmonious  bodily  control, 
mental  freedom  and  accuracy  and  spiritual  power  are 
thus  secured. 

The  value  of  all  other  studies  is  doubled  by  the  art  of 
expression  when  it  is  taught  scientifically  and  practically, 

A  definite  outline  of  the  work  is  given  each  pupil.  A 
sufficient  number  of  the  best  reference  books  is  at  their 
disposal  and  readings  copied  from  the  standard  authors 
are  loaned  them.  Shakespeare  is  made  the  basis  of  all 
Dramatic  work  and  the  Greek  and  modern  dramatists  are 
freely  used.  From  Longfellow's  poems  the  technique  for 
the  interpretation  of  poetry  is  formulated.  All  the  in- 
terpretative work  is  made  to  produce  good  breathing, 
proper  position  of  the  body,  correct  voice  placing  and 
coloring,  clear  and  distinct  enunciation  and  correct  pro- 
nunciation; the  analysis  of  literature  is  made  in  such  a 
way  as  to  awaken  the  imagination,  arouse  the  true  emo- 
tional quality  and  the  understanding  of  spiritual  values, 
without  which  the  oral  interpretation  of  literature  cannot 
produce  a  worthy  personality. 
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THE  SCHOOL  OF  MUSIC.

The  Preparatory  Course  is  divided  into  four  grades.  Pupils  will 
be  advanced  as  rapidly  as  their  work  permits. 

After  the  Academic  Course  has  been  completed,  the  Teachers' 
Certificate  Course  usually  requires  two  years.  Following  this,  the 
Graduating  Course  is  generally  completed  in  one  year. 

In  the  Academic  Course,  the  study  of  Elementary  Harmony  is 
required. 

In  the  Teacher's  Certificate  Course,  Harmony,  Analysis,  History 
of  Music,  and  Musical  Literature  are  required. 

In  the  Graduate  Course,  Counterpoint,  Composition,  Analysis, 
History  of  Music,  and  Musical  Literature  are  required. 

In  the  Post-Graduate  Course  Composition  and  Musical  Litera- 
ture are  required. 

Students  are  advised  to  attend  the  illustrated  lecture  courses  in 
musical  appreciation. 

Lessons  falling  on  official  holidays  are  not  made  up. 


HONORS. 


On  the  completion  of  the  Academic  Course  in  Piano,  Voice, 
Violin,  Violoncello,  or  Harp,  an  Academic  Certificate  is  given.  To 
students  completing  the  Teachers'  Certificate  Course,  a  Teachers' 
Certificate  is  given.     To  those  completing  the  Graduate  Course,  a 
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Diploma  is  awarded.  The  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Music  is  con- 
ferred on  those  completing  the  Post-Graduate  Course. 

Students  aspiring  to  Honors  in  any  of  these  Courses  must  offer  a 
specified  number  of  credits  in  English,  Foreign  Language,  History, 
and  Science. 

Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  are  allowed  to 
elect  courses  in  the  School  of  Music  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  the 
equivalent  of  twenty  credits. 

These  courses  include  harmony,  counterpoint,  composition,  his- 
tory of  music,  musical  appreciation,  choral  music,  orchestral  music, 
and  applied  music;  also  the  following  subjects  from  the  supervis- 
ors' course  in  school  music:  ear  training,  sight  singing,  musical 
form,  methods,  practice  teaching.  By  the  term  "appHed  music"  is 
meant  special  instruction  in  voice  culture  or  some  instrument.  The 
courses  in  applied  music  are  open  to  Juniors  and  Seniors  alone.  Only 
Teachers'  Certificate,  Graduate  and  Post-Graduate  courses  in  ap- 
plied music  may  be  credited.  The  remaining  courses  are  open  to 
Sophomores,  Juniors  and  Seniors.

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PIANO  DEPARTMENT. 


The  system  of  teaching  pursued  in  this  Department  is  based  on 
the  most  progressive  and  enlightened  art  principles.  We  do  not  limit 
ourselves  to  any  special  method,  but  use  such  as  will  best  supply  the 
need  of  each  individual  pupil.  All  members  of  the  Department  are 
expected  to  enter  one  of  the  Theory  Classes  and  to  take  an  active  part 
in  recitals.  A  well  selected  Musical  Library  affords  an  opportunity 
for  the  student  to  become  acquainted  with  the  lives  of  musicians  and 
their  works. 

PREPARATORY  COURSE. 

In  the  Elementary  Grades,  special  attention  is  given  to  technic 
for  forming  hand  positions  and  for  muscular  development ;  also  to 
touch,  notation,  melodic  construction,  the  study  of  rhythm,  elemen- 
tary harmony,  and  ear  training. 

Rossomandi  Technic.  Instruction  books  are  selected  with  re- 
gard to  individual  needs.  Etudes  selected  from  Lemoine,  Wieck, 
Loeschorn,  Lambert,  Gurlitt,  and  others.  Playing  from  memory. 
Piano  duets.  The  Course  for  Third  and  Fourth  Grade  is  as  follows : 
Scale,  Arpeggio,  and  Chord  Study,  continued  from  previous  years. 
Etudes  selected  from  Schumann,  Loeschorn,  Lemoine,  Heller,  Lam- 
bert. Smaller  compositions  by  Handel,  Bach,  Mozart,  and  Beethoven. 
Sonatinas  and  rondos  by  Clementi,  Kuhlau,  Reinecke,  etc.  Easier 
sonatas  by  Haydn  and  Mozart.  Pieces  according  to  individual  needs. 
Playing  from  memory.     Piano  duets  and  duos. 


ACADEMIC  COURSE.

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Candidates  for  Academic  Certificates  are  required  to  give  from 
memory  a  program,  including  a  sonata  or  concerto,  and  a  number  of 
other  compositions,  classic  and  modern. 


TEACHERS'  CERTIFICATE  COURSE. 

Major  and  minor  scales  in  all  forms;  common  chord,  dominant 
seventh  and  diminished  seventh  arpeggios ;  octaves ;  a  selected  num- 
ber of  etudes  by  standard  composers ;  selections  from  Bach  three- 
part  inventions,  suites  and  fugues;  sonatas,  a  concerto  and  a  num- 
ber of  solo  compositions  from  the  standard  classic  or  romantic 
schools.  Harmony.  Ensemble  playing.  Analysis.  History  of 
music.     Musical  literature.     Normal  lectures. 

Candidates  for  Teachers'  Certificates  are  required  to  give  from 
memory  a  program  including  a  concerto  or  sonata,  expression  pieces 
by  Chopin,  Schumann,  Liszt  and  others.

Selections  from  preludes  and  fugues  of  the  Bach  well-tempered 
clavichord;  selected  suites  of  Bach  and  Handel;  etudes  from  Men- 
delssohn, Moszkowski,  Neupert  and  others ;  sonatas,  a  concerto  and 
solo  works  of  Mendelssohn,  Schumann,  Chopin,  Beethoven,  Grieg, 
MacDowell,  Liszt,  Brahms,  and  others.  Ensemble  playing.  Analysis.

Candidates  for  Diplomas  are  required  to  give  from  memory  a 
program  including  a  concerto  and  several  of  the  more  difficult  com- 
positions of  acknowledged  masters.

HARP  DEPARTMENT. 


The  course  arranged  for  the  study  of  the  harp,  either  as  a  solo 
instrument,  or  as  a  member  of  the  orchestral  ensemble,  aims  at  de- 
veloping in  the  student,  technical  facility  and  artistic  finish.  Gode- 
froid's  Mes  Exercises  forms  the  foundation  material  for  the  tech- 
nical work,  supplemented  by  the  studies  of  Schiiecker,  Desargus, 
Bocksa,  and  Thomas.  Recreation  pieces  are  selected  from  the  works 
of  Thomas,  Hasselman,  Schiicker,  Cheshire,  Dubez,  Verdalle,  Snoer, 
Oberthiir  and  the  many  modern  composers  who  are  writing  for  the 
instrument. 
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THEORETICAL  DEPARTMENT. 


HARMONY. 

The  thorough  knowledge  of  chord  construction  and  junction 
provides  a  basis  for  the  harmonization  of  melodies.  All  possible  har- 
monic combinations  are  carefully  studied  and  applied. 


COUNTERPOINT. 

In  the  study  of  Counterpoint  the  student  applies  the  principles 
of  harmony  to  the  melodious  treatment  of  the  several  voice  parts 
in  combination.  The  contrapuntal  faculty  necessary  to  all  forms  of 
composition  is  thus  developed. 


COMPOSITION. 

This  branch  of  musical  theory  is  the  application  of  the  knowl- 
edge or  harmony  and  counterpoint  practically — in  an  inventive  man- 
ner. This  is  the  objective  point  of  all  study  of  musical  theory.  The 
analysis  of  form  is  studied  and  carried  on  in  connection  with  actual 
creative  work. 


ORCHESTRATION. 

The  course  in  Orchestration  accompanies  and  follows  the  prac- 
tice of  composition. 


THE  SAINT  CLARA  STRING  ORCHESTRA. 

This  ensemble  presents  each  year  a  number  of  the  best  standard 
compositions.  Programs  of  original  creations  for  piano,  violin, 
voice,  and  strings,  or  combinations  of  these,  form  a  prominent  fea- 
ture of  the  excellent  work  done  in  the  theoretical  department. 
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THE  SCHOOL  OF  ART. 


In  this  Department  special  attention  is  given  to  the  study  of 
form,  color,  and  perspective,  which,  from  the  beginning,  are  taught 
in  connection  with  light,  shade,  and  proportion.  The  mind  and  hand 
are  trained  together.  Pupils  are  given  a  clear  understanding  of  each 
lesson,  and  are  taught  early  to  see  things  as  a  whole.  They  learn 
not  only  to  acquire,  but  how  to  impart  that  which  they  have  learned. 

Earnest  effort  is  made  to  instruct  pupils  in  the  study  of  Nature 
as  a  guide,  and  from  the  beginning  they  sketch  from  real  forms  and 
from  Sinsinawa's  great  landscape,  rich  and  unrivalled  in  beauty, 
which  invites  attention  as  far  as  the  eye  can  see.  It  is  one  of  the 
aims  of  this  Department  to  cultivate  the  taste  of  the  students.  Faith- 
ful copies  of  the  original  paintings  of  the  great  masters  have  been 
made  for  the  benefit  of  the  Art  students. 

The  methods  of  the  leading  European  and  American  art  schools 
are  followed.  Good  reference  work  is  always  at  hand.  After  com- 
pleting the  elementary  stages,  the  students  may  choose  any  branch 
of  Art  they  wish  to  study. 

The  Studio  is  large,  and  is  furnished  with  skylights,  casts,  molds, 
and  everything  that  makes  the  work  in  the  Atelier  easy  and  interest- 
ing. 

Students  of  the  regular  Academic  or  Collegiate  Course  who  so 
desire  may  take  lessons  in  Art  on  Saturdays, 

Sketch  classes  are  held  once  a  week.  All  the  Art  students  may 
belong  to  the  Sketch  Classes. 

A  Teachers'  Certificate  is  given  to  those  who  complete  the  Course 
in  Drawing.  The  requirements  in  academic  subjects  for  this  certi- 
ficate are  the  same  as  those  for  the  Teachers'  Certificate  in  the  School 
of  Music,  except  that  History  of  Art  must  be  offered  instead  of 
Science. 

College  students  may  offer  credits  in  advanced  courses  in  Art 
toward  the  Bachelor's  degree. 
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COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION, 


The  Art  Department  offers  three  courses: — the  Painting  Course 
of  four  years  with  instruction  in  drawing  from  casts,  still-life,  com- 
position, portrait  and  painting;  the  Design  Course  of  two  years  with 
training  in  the  principles  of  Design  and  their  appreciation,  and  a 
course  in  China  Decoration  of  two  years. 

Provision  is  made  for  special  classes  in  drawing  and  water  color 
painting  for  students  who  have  not  time  to  devote  to  the  regular 


COURSE  IN  DRAWING. 

Drawing  is  the  basis  of  all  Art,  whether  fine  or  applied.  For 
this  reason  great  stress  is  put  upon  thoroughness  in  drawing. 

The  following  courses  are  offered: — Elementary,  Still-life 
Drawing  from  Cast,  Outdoor  Landscape,  Costume  Model,  Advanced 
Cast,  and  Sketching. 

COURSE  IN  PAINTING. 

This  course  is  arranged  to  give  the  most  thorough  training  in 
Drawing,  and  Painting  from  the  Antique,  Portrait,  Composition,  and 
Still-life.  The  work  is  arranged  in  a  general  progressive  plan  with 
certain  studies  assigned  to  each  year.  However,  students  are  not 
rigidly  held  to  this  rule,  but  may  be  classed  according  to  their  prog- 
ress. 

FIRST  YEAR. 

Cast  Drawing,  Still  Life,  Lettering,  Perspective,  English  or 
French.  The  work  of  the  first  semester  is  in  charcoal ;  of  the  second 
semester,  in  charcoal  and  oil. 

SECOND  YEAR. 

Portrait  in  charcoal,  Still  Life,  Sketch,  Composition,  History  of 
Fine  Arts,  French  or  English. 
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THIRD  YEAR 

Portrait  in  Oils,   Sketch,  Composition,   Costume  Model,  Land- 
scape, History  of  Fine  Arts,  French. 

FOURTH  YEAR. 

Portrait,  Costume  Model,  Composition,  Sketch,  Landscape,  His- 
tory of  Ornament,  History  of  Fine  Arts. 


COURSE  IN  DESIGN. 

This  course  prepares  the  student  to  do  practical  work  in  Design. 
The  studies  are  so  arranged  as  to  develop  first,  the  appreciation  of 
beauty ;  secondly,  the  cultivation  of  original  expression.  During  the 
first  year  the  principles  of  Design  are  studied  with  a  variety  of  sub- 
jects, leading  from  simple  arrangements  of  line  and  dark-and-light 
through  a  study  of  color  in  its  various  relations  of  harmony,  values, 
and  intensities.  Landscape  and  flower  composition  is  taken  up  in  the 
second  year  with  a  view  to  its  application  to  practical  purposes. 

FIRST  YEAR. 

Theory  and  principle  of  Design  illustrated  in  line,  dark-and-light, 
(and  color;  Free-hand  Drawing,  Still  Life,  Lettering,  Perspective, 
Sketch,  Block  Printing,  Stenciling. 

SECOND  YEAR. 

Flower  Study  and  Plant  Analysis  with  its  application  to  Design, 
Drawing,  Still-Life,  Water  Colors,  Lettering,  Mechanical  Drawing, 
Historic  Ornament,  History  of  Art. 


COSTUME  DESIGN. 

This  course  deals  with  the  application  of  the  principles  of  design 
as  expressed  in  costume.  Color  theory  and  the  study  of  harmonizing 
colors  are  studied  in  relation  to  dress.  Figure  drawing  is  studied  for 
structural  lines  of  the  figure,  and  to  gain  knowledge  in  proportion. 
Class  discussions  are  held  on  fashion,  artistic  and  appropriate  dress, 
and  also  on  the  economics  and  hygiene  of  clothing. 

The  work  in  this  course  is  planned  for  those  who  wish  to  become 
designers,  as  well  as  for  those  who  take  it  up  only  for  their  own 
use,  those  who  desire  to  prepare  sketches  for  modistes  or  tailors. 


30  School  of  Music,  Art,  and  Expression 

HOME  ARCHITECTURE  AND  HOUSE 
DECORATION. 

This  course  is  based  upon  the  fundamental  principles  which 
govern  the  economic  and  artistic  furnishing  of  a  home.  The  first 
problems  in  the  course  deal  with  the  planning  of  a  one  story  cottage, 
and  a  two  story  home,  emphasis  being  laid  on  the  convenient  arrange- 
ment of  rooms,  plumbing,  etc.  Essentially,  it  is  the  knowledge  of 
color  and  form ;  it  deals  with  fundamental  principles  which,  if 
properly  understood,  will  produce  both  use  and  beauty.  In  order 
that  there  may  be  practical  demonstrations  of  these  principles,  each 
student  will  be  required  to  make  an  arrangement  of  a  living  room. 

The  aim  of  the  course  is  to  make  the  work  practical,  developing 
from  simple  arrangement  of  rooms  to  the  more  complex  problems. 
Color  harmony  and  its  application  play  an  important  part  in  these 
problems,  and  each  student  is  taught  to  render  his  drawings  in  color. 
A  course  in  the  principles  of  design  is  ordinarily  a  prerequisite  for 
this  work. 


CHINA  DECORATION. 

The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  give  thorough  instruction  in  the 
technique  of  china  painting,  and  to  study  china  decoration  from  the 
standpoint  of  Design,  The  pupils  are  expected  to  take  one  lesson  a 
week  in  a  class  of  Design  especially  devoted  to  the  problem  of  Cer- 
amics. 

FIRST  YEAR. 

The  problems  studied  are :  Tile  Design  in  abstract  arrangements 
of  straight  lines ;  Plate  and  Saucer  Borders,  Medallions  for  Centers 
and  Borders,  Bowls,  Celtic  Motifs  from  Ornament. 

SECOND  YEAR. 

Vase  forms,  Flower  Motifs,  Landscape  Tiles. 

After  completing  these  problems,  pupils  are  permitted  to  select 
some  desirable  set  and  work  out  some  appropriate  designs  with  which 
to  decorate  it. 

Special  short  courses  are  given  suitable  to  home  decoration, 
Tapestry  Painting  and  Decorative  Work  in  Water  Colors. 
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THE  SCHOOL  OF  EXPRESSION. 


DRAMATIC  ART. 

A  Certificate  will  be  given  in  this  Department  for  three  years* 
work,  a  Diploma  for  five  years'  work,  and  a  Gold  Medal  to  the  suc- 
cessful contestant  chosen  from  the  Fifth  Class. 

To  obtain  the  honors  of  this  Department,  pupils  must  have  com- 
pleted a  high  school  course  or  its  equivalent. 

The  aim  of  this  Department  is  a  three-fold  one,  namely: 

First.  To  secure  for  the  student  a  clear,  distinct  enunciation  and 
a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  pronunciation  of  the  English  language. 

Second.  To  assist  the  students  to  overcome  self-consciousness 
and  timidity  when  expressing  themselves,  and  to  put  them  at  ease  by 
inculcating  self-possession. 

Third.  To  cultivate  an  appreciation  for  the  best  in  literature, 
and  to  teach  the  students  to  analyze  and  interpret  the  works  of  our 
best  authors. 

A  particular  study  is  made  of  the  voice  and  its  defects.  Improper 
placing  of  the  voice,  nasal  quality,  and  weak  articulation,  such  as 
stuttering  and  stammering,  are  carefully  studied  and  treated. 

Students  in  the  Dramatic  Art  Course  receive  two  private  lessons 
every  week,  and  they  also  enjoy  the  benefits  and  advantages  offered 
by  the  recitals  which  occur  during  the  year.  These  examinations,  or 
recitals,  are  given  before  the  Faculty,  for  the  purpose  of  bringing 
confidence  and  self-possession  to  the  students,  and  serve  as  an  im- 
petus to  the  work. 

College  students  may  be  permitted  to  offer  a  certain  number  of 
credits  in  Dramatic  Art  toward  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts. 

All  students  in  this  department  are  obliged  to  take  a  course  in 
Religion  (for  Catholics)  in  English,  and  in  French. 
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LIBRARIES. 


The  Music  Department  furnishes  its  members  with  standard 
works  on  music,  histories  of  music,  biographies  of  noted  musicians, 
and  the  musical  magazines  and  periodicals. 

The  Art  Department  has  also  connected  with  it  a  choice  selection 
of  books  treating  of  Art,  and  a  number  of  biographies  of  eminent 
artists.  Pupils  are  thus  enabled  to  make  themselves  familiar  with 
the  lives  of  the  great  masters  and  their  principal  works.

Board,  tuition,  and  fees  must  be  paid,  without  the 
presentation  of  a  hill,  the  first  day  of  each  semester.  A 
student  must  present  a  card  certifying  to  the  above  and 
receipted  by  the  Treasurer,  to  the  Prefect  of  the  Depart- 
ment before  taking  her  place  in  class. 

A  bill  for  studies  listed  under  Extra  Expenses  will 
he  sent  October  75  and  March  i.  These  bills  are  due  on 
presentation,  and  after  thirty  days  become  subject  to  five 
per  cent,  interest. 

When  two  or  more  of  one  family  enroll  as  students, 
a  reduction  of  ten  per  cent,  is  allowed  on  tuition. 

A  classical  or  full  course  student  who  is  taking  two 
or  more  subjects  listed  under  Extra  Expenses,  as  $30.00 
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or  more  each  per  semester,  will  receive  a  reduction  of 
$5.00  on  the  semester  account. 

Students  in  the  School  of  Music,  Art,  or  Expression 
who  are  not  following  regular  courses  in  the  College  or 
the  Academy,  and  who  take  two  or  more  subjects  listed 
under  Extra  Expenses,  as  $30.00  or  more  each  per  semes- 
ter, are  exempt  from  tuition  charges.  They  may  enter 
the  general  classes  in  drawing,  singing,  history  of  music, 
history  of  art,  musical  appreciation,  normal  piano  course, 
physical  training,  and  English  free  of  charge ;  other  stud- 
ies are  charged  at  the  rate  of  $15.00  for  one  subject, 
$25.00  for  two. 

Remittances  should  be  made  by  draft,  post  office 
money  order,  or  express  order,  and  should  be  made  pay- 
able to  Saint  Clara  College,  and  not  to  individual  students. 
Checks  on  local  banks  are  not  desirable. 

All  students  should  come  prepared  to  make  cash 
payments  for  the  text  books  that  will  be  needed. 

A  deposit  of  five  dollars  per  semester  must  be  made 
by  music  pupils  to  defray  sheet  music  expenses.  Those 
who  study  more  than  one  instrument  will  need  to  deposit 
a  larger  amount. 

No  deduction  will  be  made  for  late  entrance,  dis- 
missal, withdrawal,  nor  for  absence,  except  in  case  of 
serious  illness  of  four  weeks'  duration  or  longer,  when 
the  charges  will  be  equally  shared  by  pupil  and  school. 

Students  who  begin  studies  included  in  the  list  of 
Extra  Expenses,  as  music,  art,  become  liable  for  these 
studies  until  the  end  of  the  semester. 

No  student  will  receive  a  diploma  or  honors  or  class 
credits  from  any  department  until  all  hills  are  paid. 

It  is  assumed  that  all  the  above  conditions  of  the  con- 
tract are  accepted  when  the  pupil  is  entered.
